WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House battled M onday 
for congressional authoriza¬ 
tion to bomb Syria, as two 
top Republicans warned that 
a "no" vote alter President 
Barack Obama had threat¬ 
ened action would be cata¬ 
strophic 

Hawkish senators John 
McCain and Lindsey Graham 
emerged from an hour of 
talks with Obama suggesting 
that the White House could 
be mulling a wider military 
campaign in Syria than first 
thought, along with more ro¬ 
bust support for the opposi¬ 
tion. 

Obama shocked Washing¬ 
ton and the world on Satur¬ 
day when he decided to seek 
support far military action m 
Syria from Congress, when it 
seemed US cruise missile 
strikes on President Bashar 
al-Assad's forces and assets 
were imminent 

McCain and Graham ap¬ 
peared to offer qualified 
backing for Obama's plans. 

"A vote against that reso¬ 
lution by Congress I think 
would be catastrophic," said 
McCain 

"It would undermine the 
credibility of the United 
States of America and the 
president Df the United 
States None of us want that.'" 

Graham warned of the 
wider consequences of a fail¬ 


ure to back military action 

"I cant sell another Iraq or 
Afghanistan, because I don't 
want to T " Graham said. 

"(What) 1 can sell ... (is) 
that if we don't get Syria 
light, Iran is surely going to 
take the signals that we don't 
care about the nuclear pro¬ 
gram. "■ 

The senators also hinted at 
the administration's evolving 
strategy for Syria 

Obama has stressed that 
any US action, expected to 
include cruise missile attacks, 
would be "limited" and "'nar¬ 
row." 

But McCain said he had 
"been given same reason to 
believe that very serious 
strikes may take place as op¬ 
posed to cosmetic (ones)." 

"I don't think it is an acci¬ 
dent that the aircraft earner is 
being moved over m the re¬ 
gion " 

ABC News reported Man- 
day that the USS Nimitz air¬ 
craft earner was moving 
westward toward the Red 
Sea, though had not yet re¬ 
ceived orders to support a 
strike on Syria. 

Obama's plan could be tD 
degrade President Bashar al- 
Assad's capabilities and up¬ 
grade those of vetted 
opposition groups, McCain 
suggested

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Aruba Tax Bureau 
has issued 2013 
BBV Package 


Hie Tax Department has is¬ 
sued a bulletin informing 
clients that they will be re¬ 
ceiving a 5 page declaration 
form far the months of Au¬ 
gust to December 2013 along 
with an explanatory guide As 
of August 1st, 2013, the new 
law, National Ordinance re¬ 
garding special Taxes on 
Timeshare resorts and Hotel 
stays have taken effect. 

This new law entails that 
BEV (Bijz ond ere Belasting 
Yerbhjf) will be collected for 
occupancy in a timeshare re¬ 
sort The length of stay is not 
relevant.. .per night.. .per roam 
occupied will be charged the 
BBV BB V will not apply tD 
residents of Aruba who are 
registered in the Civil Reg¬ 
istry of Aruba. Operators of 
timeshare resorts, hotels or 
other type of accommoda¬ 
tions are obliged to collect 


the BBV from the tourist 
Someone renting an appart- 
ment di house to a tourist is 
also considered an operator 
The operator must retain the 
BBV and pay this to the Tax 
Bureau no later than on the 
15th of each month 

The operator must also 
maintain an official registry 
of all their guests in which 
relevant dates are recorded 
The operator is also required 
to inform guests of the BBV 
at the time of issuing pay¬ 
ment receipts. An operator 
who may not have received 
this information, should con¬ 
tact the Tax Bureau before 
October 1st. Failure to com¬ 
ply may incur a fine For 
mare information regarding 
the BBV contact the Tax Bu¬ 
reau at the Camacun office 
building or visit their web¬ 
site at www si ad aw.

Assad warns of 'regional 
war* if West takes 
military action: report 


Brazil, Mexico summon US 
envoys over spy claims 


PARIS (AFP) - Syrian leader 
Bashar al-Assad warned 
Monday that Western mili¬ 
tary strikes would risk ignit¬ 
ing a "regional war 1 * in the 
"powder keg" o£the Middle 
East, in an interview with 
French newspaper Le Figaro. 

Healso said France would 
face "repercussions" if it took 
part in US-led plans for mili¬ 
tary action in response to an 
alleged chemical weapons at¬ 
tack by Assad's regime last 
month 

“The Middle East is a 
powder keg, and the fuse is 
getting shorter," Assad told 
the newspaper's correspon¬ 
dent m Damascus, in a rare 
interview with Western 
media. 

"We cannot only talk 
ah d ut a Syrian response, but 
what could happen after the 
first strike. Nobody knows 
what mil happen," Assad 
said. 


"Everyone will lose con¬ 
trol of the situation once the 
powder keg explodes. Chaos 
and extremism will spread 
There is a risk of regional 
war." 

Assad also said France, 
which has said it is prepared 
to back Washington m threat¬ 
ened military strikes in re¬ 
sponse to the alleged August 
21 chemical attack, should 
consider the consequences of 
such action. 

"Whoever works against 
the interests of Syria and its 
citizens is an enemy. The 
French people are not our 
enemy, but the pollcy o f their 
state is hostile to the Syrian 
people," he said. 

"Insofar as the policy of 
the French state is hostile to 
the Syrian people, the state 
will be its enemy.. There will 
be repercussions, negative 
ones of course, on the inter¬ 
ests of France." 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
and Mexico summoned US 
ambassadors on Monday to 
demand explanations over al¬ 
legations that, the National 
Security Agency spied on 
their presidents' communica¬ 
tions, 

Brazil's Foreign Minister 
Luis Figueiredo said the in¬ 
terception of Internet data 
from President. Dilma Rouss- 
eff reported by US journalist 
Glenn Greenwald, if proven, 
"represents an unacceptable 
and unallowable violation of 
Erazili an s overei gnty." 

In Mexico, the foreign 
ministry said it sent a diplo¬ 
matic note to Washington 
calling for an "exhaustive in¬ 
vestigation into claims that 
the NS A spied an President 
Enrique Pena Nieto and 
warned that, if true, the 
snooping would be a "viola¬ 
tion of international rights." 

Hie cl aims reported by 
Greenwald, who obtained se¬ 
cret fries from NS A leaker 
Edward Snowden, follow al¬ 
legations of widespread US 
electronic espionage m Latin 
America that angered the re¬ 
gion's leaders. 

The report emerged as 
Rousseff and Pena Nieto pre- 
pare to travel to Russia later 
this week for a Group of 30 
summit during which they 
will see US President Barack 
Qb ama. 

Rousseff is also scheduled 
to visit Washington m Getc¬ 
her. 

Greenwald, an American 
who lives in Rio de Janeiro 
and writes for Britain's 
Guardian newspaper, told 
Globo television that the 
NS A tracked RoussefFs use 
of tlie Internet and accessed 
Pena Nieto s emails before 
his election last year. 

Rousseff called a cabinet 
meeting and Figueiredo later 
said he told US Ambassador 
Thomas Shannon that his 
government wanted 41 a for¬ 
mal, written explanation as 
soon as possible, tins week."

Bollywood cuts costs as rupee 
crisis bites: study 

MUMBAI (AFP) - Bollywood producers have long been 
fond of filming in exotic foreign locations, but the spiralling 
Indian currency has seen spending on movie sets abroad drop 
by one third, according Id a study released Monday 
The Associated Chamber of Commerce and Industry of India 
(ASSQCHAM) says that the amount spent on Bollywood 
movies outside of India in the past four months has declined 
by 3D to 35 percent compared with the previous four-month 
period. 

The Indian rupee has fallen 20 percent since May, leading 
some filmmakers to prefer to stay and make movies in pic¬ 
turesque domestic locations such as the northern Kashmir 
and southern Kerala states, the report said 
"Spending by Indian producers to overseas locations has 
fallen sharply in the recent months as they are looking for 
cheaper options," said D.S. Rawat, secretary general at AS¬ 
SOC HAM. based on their survey of nearly 50 directors. 

Tho se still filming abroad, especially mid to low budge: 
movies, aie looking for alternatives to Europe and the United 
States such as Sri Lanka, Dubai and Thailand, Rawat said. 
They are also reducing the amount of days they spend on the 
set. and looking at budget accommodation options, he added. 
The declining rupee is just one troubling aspect of the Indian 
economy, which grew at 4 4 percent in the first three months 
of the fiscal year 

Traditionally, many Bollywood producers have opted for for¬ 
eign sets. Hie late filmmaker Yash Chopra was especially 
keen on a Swiss mountain backdrop, which turned Switzer¬ 
land into a popular tourist destination for well-heeled Indi¬ 
ans 

Trade analyst and critic Komal Nahta said the falling rupee 
was unlikely to stop big budget films being made abroad, but 
"they might cut corners rather than cancel a schedule", he 
told AFF

LONDON (AFP) - British 
army officials on Monday dis¬ 
missed "b as el ess rumours" 
that troops mutilated the bod¬ 
ies of dead Iraqi insurgents 
after a 2004 battle, as a public 
inquiry heard its first evidence 
from military witnesses. 

Tire Al-Sweady Inquiry is 
investigating claims that 
Enti sh tra op s committ e d 
human rights abuses nr the af¬ 
termath of a notorious fire fight 
near the town of Majar al- 
Kabir, southwest Iraq, that 
came to be known as the " Bat- 
tle of Danny Boy" after a 
nearby checkpoint. 

Troops are accused of un¬ 
lawfully killing HD or more 
Iraqis at Camp Abu Naji near 
Majar-al-Kabre in May HO04, 
and ill-treating detainees there 
as well as later at Shaibah Lo¬ 
gistic s B as e, b1 s d m. s outhwe st 
Iraq. 

But at a hearing in Loudon 
on Monday, Colonel Adam 
Griffiths said he had not seen 
any evidence Id suggest that 
around a dozen bodies taken to 
Camp Abu Naji were muti¬ 
lated before being returned to 
relatives, or that detainees had 
been mistreated. 

He suggested that the ru¬ 
mours sprang from “ignorance 
amongst the local population 
as to the traumatic injuries that 
can be suffered in combat" as 
well as insurgents' efforts to 
discredit the US-led troops 
that had invaded Iraq m HO03. 

Some of the bodies had bro¬ 



ken limbs as well as gunshot 
wounds, Griffiths said, but he 
believed those injuries could 
have been caused by ammuni¬ 
tion. 

The colonel admitted that an 
order to take the bodies back 
to the camp was ".highly un¬ 
usual". 

He insisted the order must 
have been given for goad rea¬ 
son -- possibly to help identify 
a suspect, in the murder of six 
British military policemen the 
year before 

S erg e ant J am e s G adsb y, 
who helped unload die bodies 
at Camp Abu Naji, also said in 
evidence to the hearing that 
the corpses appeared to have 
only battlefield injuries. 

“I did not observe any in¬ 
juries that I believe were in¬ 
consistent with having been 
sustained as a result of the fir¬ 
ing of ammunition commonly 
used on the battlefield," he 
said 

Set up m HDD?, the Al- 
Sweady Inquiry has been hear¬ 
ing testimony since March but 
until Monday only experts and 
Iraqi witnesses had spoken.

MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
police said Monday they 
have arrested a gang of 10 
hank robbers in Madrid 
who used the drains to 
enter and nee from bank 
branches. 

The 10 were suspected 
of violently robbing seven 
banks in the Spanish cap¬ 
ital, police said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Four members of the 
gang were captured as 
they emerged from under¬ 
ground with three 
firearms, a crowbar and 
torches after committing a 
robbery in which they 
seized more than 80,000 
euros ($80,G00) T police 
said. 

Officers said they de¬ 
tained another four sus¬ 
pects who were waiting 
outside for their fellow 
thieves. Two other sus¬ 
pects were arrested later. 

"During the investiga¬ 
tion officers found out 
that the gang leader was 
the son of a well-known 
bank robb er who used the 
same method for his bank 
hits," the police statement 
said.

Ritual slaughter, including 
traditional Jewish kosher and 
Muslim halal practices, has 
been banned m Poland since 
January 1 after the country's 
Constitutional Court deemed 
it incompatible with animal- 
n ghts 1 aw 

The pope met Monday 
with Ronald Lauder, the pres¬ 
ident of the World Jewish 
Congress (WJC) -- which 
represents Jewish communi¬ 
ties outside Israel -- to dis¬ 
cuss the ban, among other 
issues. 

The Jewish and Muslim 
communities each number 
around HO,DQO to 30,DQD peo¬ 
ple in Poland, a country of 
some 33 million people. 

European Union rules on 
the slaughter of livestock are 
designed to minimise suffer¬ 
ing for animals when they are 


killed, but religious groups 
are exempted from a require¬ 
ment that animals be stunned 
before death 

Kosher and halal slaughter 
require an animal be killed by 
slitting its tin oat. 

The WJC said the p Dp e and 
Lauder had also discussed 
bans on other religious prac¬ 
tices elsewhere m the world, 
including circumcision. 

A regional court m Cologne 
m western Germany ruled last 
year that circumcision was a 
crime, drawing international 
criticism. 

Germany’s parliament has 
since passed a law explicitly 
allowing religious circumci¬ 
sion, clarifying the murky 
legal status the ruling had cast 
an the practice. 

The WJC said the p op e had 
expressed his apposition to 
restrictions on religious free¬ 
dom. 

According to Lauder, the 
pope has given fresh impetus 
to relations between Jews and 
Christians, which have "never 
in the past H T Q0C years... been 
so good"

Based on an analysis of the 
dead salamanders, scientists 
reported in the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences, a US journal, that they 
have identified the cause as a 
fungus called Batra- 
cho chy tnum s si am an dnva - 
rails.

HSBC cut its growth fore¬ 
cast to four percent from 5.5 
percent while investment 
house Nomura India reduced 
its projection to 4.2 percent 
from 5.0 percent.

BNP Paribas said the econ¬

Vodafone and Verizon in $130 bn 
mega-deal 


LONDON (AFP) - US tele¬ 
coms giant Verizon and Voda¬ 
fone announced Monday they 
had agreed the British com¬ 
pany would sell out its 45-per- 
cent stake m their j Dint venture 
Verizon Wireless for $130 bil¬ 
lion (99 billion euros). 

The blockbuster deal -- 
which would be one of the 
biggest transactions m corpo¬ 
rate history - would allow 
Vodafone to bounce back from 
hefty losses, pay down debt 
make new acquisitions and re¬ 
turn money to shareholders, ac¬ 
cording to analysts 

The deal also marks the 
group's exit, from the United 
States market and injects sev¬ 
eral billion euros into the 
British economy that is strug¬ 
gling to lift out of the dol¬ 
drums. 

The company's share price 
jumped 3.59 percent Monday 
to dose at 213d 5 pence before 
the announcement the deal had

Italy imposes tax on high-frequency 
trading 


ROME (AFP) - Italy imple¬ 
mented a new tax an high-fre¬ 
quency trading on Monday, 
becoming the first country to 
impose a levy on ail opaque 
and little-regulated market. 

The 0.02-percent levy ap¬ 
plies to derivatives deals last¬ 
ing less than half a second and 
is the second part o fnew final - 
ci al transacti on taxe s b eing nil - 
posed m Italy. 

It. applies to transactions in¬ 
volving Italian stocks or in¬ 
dices and is calculated based 
on the product's overall value. 

A tax on all share transac¬ 


tions was installed in March 

Investors have been con¬ 
cerned it could cut trading vol¬ 
umes and there have been 
delays with the new law be¬ 
cause of confusion about how 
it would be applied. 

Market operators on Mon¬ 
day noted that trading volumes 
had gone down, II Sole 24 Ore 
said, adding however that it 
was “premature" to draw con¬ 
clusions. 

"The volumes Dn contract 
for difference (a type of equity 
derivative) with the FTSE MIE 
mdex have gone down 12 per¬ 


cent compared to the first few 
hours of trading last Monday," 
one operator said. 

The report said die estimated 
yearly intake from the tax is 
2DO-250 million euros ($2 £54- 
330 million) -- lower than pre¬ 
vious estimates -- and there 
could be additional costs from 
investor flight to avoid the tax.

IIS, Sweden unveil $25 min 
clean water technology grant 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Hie US Agency far Interna¬ 
tional Development and die 
Swedish government an¬ 
nounced a $25 million grant 
program Monday to increase 
access to clean water for farm¬ 
ing 

The Securing Water for 
Food program is intended to 
fund innovators and help their 
businesses take root in coun¬ 
tries where the technology is 
desp erately needed. 

" Almo st three bilk ou p e opl e 
on the planet right now live m 
areas impacted by water 
scarcity; 1 USAID ~ Global 
Water Coordinator Chrrs 
Holmes told AFP 

"We want to take technol¬ 
ogy that has already proven it 
works and use the grant 


money tD overcome hurdles to 
get rt into countries that no one 
has bothered or been able to 
get into. Irks Sub-Saharan 
Africa." 

Grants were expected to 
range from $250,000 to a mil¬ 
lion dollar's for winning pro¬ 
posals. 

"It is not just putting up 
cash; rt rs making a commit¬ 
ment that we will work closely 
with them to overcome obsta¬ 
cles in a developing country to 
try to build out a new technol¬ 
ogy; 1 Holmes said. 

Grants vail be awarded m 
categories such as improving 
water reuse and countering in¬ 
trusion of salt water into 
rivers, streams, deltas or un¬ 
derground aquifers. 

"In a finite biosphere, solu¬ 


tions to pressing water chal¬ 
lenges require new thinking 
and innovative financing," 
Swedish Minister for Interna¬ 
tional D ev es op m ent. C o op era- 
tron Gumlla Carls son said in a 
statement 

"Through a catalytic use of 
aid, Securing Water for Food 
will be able to capture and 
support the implementation of 
innovative ideas and new tech¬ 
nologies for better water effi¬ 
ciency and sustainable 
development." 

Water scarcity affects more 
than 40 percent of die world's 
population, and approximately 
70 percent of fresh water is 
used for agnculture, according 
to USAID 

"Water scarcity and its im¬ 
pact. an food security affect 
everyone on the planet," said 
USAID Administrator F-ajiv 
Shall. 

"By harnessing the expertise 
and creativity Df the world's 
brightest innovators, we can 
tackle tins critical challenge 
with new thinking and p arfcner- 
slnps" 

USAID and the Swedish In¬ 
ternational Development Co¬ 
operation Agency will begin 
accepting grant proposals in 
early November

Morrison, an Okla¬ 
homa native, won a 12-round decision over a 44-year-old 
George Forem an to claim the World Boxing Organization 
heavyweight title in 1993 but lost the crown four months 
later. In 199S, just before Morrison was to have fought in 
Las Vegas T he was suspended after testing positive for 
HIV. Morrison finished his career 48-3 with one drawn and 
42 knockouts.

She also experienced ex¬ 
treme cold overnight, they 
said.
